Chinese Cletk Charged, 


Yuen Chik-chuen, late clerk in 
the employ of the Bank ef Canton, 
Ltd, appeared co remand before 
Mr. R. E. Lindsetl yesterday after- 


-Jnoon on six charges of forging two 


dividend warrants of: the Bank, 
uttering the forged documents 
and causing.to be paid br virtua 
af them the sums of $619.35 and 
$3,161.28. The datea of the alleg- 
ed forgeries were the ath and 7th 
Oct. 

Mr, Bennett prosecuted on be- 
balf of the Bank, and Mr. J. M. 
Hah defended. 

Ht is aNeged that the accused 
forged two dividend warrants in 
the names of two share 
holders: of the Bank of 
Canton, to whom warrants fad 
already been ‘issued, one of the 


originals having been sent to San} 


Francisco and the other to Shang-| 
hai, The ferged warrants passed 
throngh the various departments 
and either the accused or an 
accomplice received the money and 
signed for it. From the outline 
of the case given by Mr. Bennett 
it appeared that the defendant 
was the senior of three clerks in 
the share department, and dealt 


with the shares of the Bank It} 


was part of his duties to issue 
dividend warrants when dividends 
on shares became payable. The 
defendant kept a dividend ledger, 
and when dividends were'to be 
issued he would fill up the ware 
rants with the names of the share- 
holders and the amount to be paid, 
and wonld either send the war- 
rants to the shareh:lders or keep 
them in the office until application 
was made. Mr. Bennett explained 
the procedure of the Bank regard- 
ing paymunts in respect of dividend 
warrants.. which had to pass 
through the hands of the defend- 
ni, the sub-accountant, the 
cashier and finally the shroff. 
The warrants would eventually re- 
turn to the defendant whe, it was 
presumed, would destroy them if 
he had forged them. Mr. Benne*t 
said that anybody who called at 
the Bank with dividend books was 
presumed to have authority, to 
receive.the money, This system 
was found to be not altogether what 
it should be, a3 was borne out by 
what the accused was alleged to 
have done. 


Evidence given by Mr. Li Chi-}- 


chung, assistant Manager ard 
Cashier, and Mr. Lan, sub 
accountant, showed that on the 7th 
October (a -Saturday) a clerk in 
the Shares Department drew Mr. 
Li*s attention to the freshness of 
the ink cn a dividend warrant 
made ont in the mame of Chan 
Kau... (The warrant is one of the 
alleged forgeries in ‘the caze), 
Mr, Li examined imprint of 
the chop on it and found it very 
indistinct. Suspicious, he in- 
structed Mr. Lau, the sub-account- 
ant, to gv to the address endorsed 
on the warrant (86 Connaught 
Road) to look for Chan Kau, with 
a view to obtaining his dividend 
book for checking. purposes. Mr. 
Lau failed in his mission, and on 
leaving 86 Connaught Road, the 
premises of Sincere and Co., he 
saw the defendant passing in a
